THE NANKING NOTE. 


Tf, as, was foreshadowed ‘yester- 
day, the Powers do agree to send a 
sterner Note to My. Eugene Chen 
and the Nationalist Government at 
Tlankow . relative to the Nanking 
outrages the action will haye- the 
unanimous support of all foreigners 
in China, among whom there is un- 
doubtedly much opinion critical of 
the mild Notes which were sent 
earlier, The reply of the Hankow 
Government has been evasive and 
rihtly des¢ribed as “insolent” in 
tone; it refrained from. making any 
attempt to answer the questions 
put and Was tantamount to a com. 
plete disavowal of responsibility,- 
When, the reply suggested — that 
there should be an international 
Commission sat up to hold an en- 
quiry into the Nanking incident, it 
suggested also that the testimony 
of the British and Ameridan Con- 
suls and that of practically every 
foreisn resident: in Nanking was 
unreliable. There ean be no doubt 
whatsoever that! the excesses, oul+ 
rages ‘and murdérs' committed at 
Nanking against peaceful forcign- 
ers were the acts of Nationdlist 
soldiers, and at the enquiries insthe 
world would have to take evidence 


from the witnesses who have al- 
ready stated that fact. Since Mr, 
Kugene Chen's reply has been pub- 
lished, the Nationalist cause ‘in 
China has suffered yet another act- 
back in the good opinions of the 
world, for the reply was obviously 
unworthy of a Government which 
claims to be a responsible one. 
Reuter told us yesterday that the’ 
Ministers in Peking have reached 
complete agreement and have ad-, 
dressed their opinions to their res- 


|pective Governments, if being fur- 


ther intimated that the Powers 
might now send one joint Note to 
Hankow instead of following the 
origina! procedure of sending 
separate Notes. A very imterest- 
ing and intriguing situation in con- 
nexion with the ‘Pawers' Note has 
beon ereated by the division in the 
ranks‘of the Nationalist party, and 
there is much’ speculation regard- 
ing the modus operandi of the 
Powers in their next action. It 
should be noted that although 
copics of the former Notes were 
handed to the representatives of 
Marshal Chiang Kai-shek, he being 
the military head of: the Nationalist 
forces, at the same time -as they 
were handed to Mr. Eugense ‘Chen 
in Ifankow, no reply of any sort 


“has hitherto been received from. 
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Han- 


it is no longer able to assume res- 
ponsibility’ for acts committed by 
soldiers not under its control. ‘In 
the event of tho Powers being un- 
uble to got any satisfaction from 
Hankow, against whom ‘vill they 
proceed? And what will be the 
naturo of the sanctions? These 
are the questions which ‘everyone 
must bo asking and which are no 
doubt causing much hard thinking 
among the responsible diplomats.’ 
Troy this reason and also because 
it gives promise of something being 
done ut last to restore foreign pres- 
tige along the Yangtsze, the 
nature of the next “stern” Nate 
to the Hankow clique is cagerly 
awaited. 


Indians in the Empire, 


Jt is pleasing to note the appoint- 
ment of a well-known Indian poli- 
tician as the accredited agent of 
the Government of India in South 
Africa, for it marks a step forward 
in the arrangement come ta some 
time ago with regard to Indian im- 
migrants to that British Colony. 
The whole question of Indians in 
the Union territories woes back a 
good number of years, when there 
were complaints of discriminatory 
treatment, ‘and many prievances, 
were voiced. The prime reason for 
the different treatment metéd out 
to Indian residents was the old one 
of feared under-euttingy in the 
labour market, and, that still ap- 
plics. The white workers of South 
Afvien saw in the neweomers from 
Ainother part of the Empire, poten- 
tial satrike-breukers and: cheapen- 
ers of the labour market, Their 
animosity was, unfortunately, fed 
by agitators of the  soap-box 
variety, and conditions at one time 
reached ‘a pitch of grave tension. 
An official committee was sent out 
from the Raj, and this reported on 
conditions as they existed. There 
was also an exchange of views with 
leaders of the white communities, 
asa result of which an agreement 
was come to for amelioration of the 
restrictive. measures operating 
against Indian‘ écttlers, Many 
sharp points were planed ‘down, and 
there is, promise of. amicable co- 
operation in the future. /fhe rise 
of India as a partially self-govern- 
ing member of the British Empire 
has naturally raised these ques- 
tions of status for her people as im- 
peria) citizens. Their loyalty has 
been tested in the reeent war and 
previous campaigns, and the value 
of the country’s contribution in. 
many ways has never been doubted, 
Of late, with the promise of Indjan 


Indians freely into the 
other parts of the Empire has be- 
come more acute, It js one of the 
chief causes of the unrest which 
Soviet agents have selzed upon and 
fomented ceaselessly. But there is 
a ogratifying awakening of inter- 
est in the subject among the Em- 


pire's: most prominent. men, and 
latterly the white colonies have 
heen opening their doors more 


readily to these sons of the Asiatic 
territorics within the imperial cir- 
cle. There ‘are economic” fae- 
tors which still operate, but the 
tendency is to do away with mere 
discrimination of a thoughtless 
nature, And, it may be specially 
noted, the most, bitter opponents of 


ritories have always been the Com- 
munistic element of labour.

A HANKOW PLAN TO TAKE 
OVER. 


Railway economics and rapid 
development of communications 
will be facilitated graatly by ths 
plan, now being discuased, to taka, 
over control of tho’ Hanychping 
iron works, according to tho offi- 
cials in the Ministry of Communi- 
cations, at Hankow.’ : 


These famous iron works are 
under Japanese control, no less 
than Yen 20,000,000 having been 
invested in the. development of the 
works. w 

In an interview with the Han- 
kow officials, {t was pointed out 
how effectively the taking over } 
und reorganizating of this poten- 
tially profitablo industry by the 
Chinese would aid railway deve- 
lopment. : : 

The three Interrelated factors 
in the industry, the Iron works at 
Wanyang, the iron ore plant. at 
Tayeh and the coal mines at Ping- 
haiang could, if organized proper- 
ly, supply the railways with much- 
needed rails at on enormous sav- 
ing over the present'cost of for- 
-cign rails, it waa stated. It would 
“solve many of the problems on the 
Yueh-Han line and help in tho 
solution of problems on the Kin-, 
Man line.

RIGHTS OF SHANGHAI 
RESTATED, 


SOME MUNICIPAL PROBLEMS. 


In view of the great interest 
attaching to thia year’s annual 
meeting of the ratepayers of 
Shanghai, the following loading 
article on the subject, taken from 
N. C.. Daily News, will be found 
enlightening — é 

"Not often do the formal 
Speeches’ at ratepayers’ mectings 
attract specia) attention. But un- 
doubtedly the feature of the after- 
noon was Mr. Fessenden’s mastor- 
ly survey of tho recent politica] 
situation and his clear-cut and un- 
answerable statement of the con+ 
stilultional ‘rights of Shanghai, 
It ia a speech which all should 
read again and put on file for Inter 
reference; and we may ‘further 
hope ‘that it will go abroad to be 
pondered oyer by those who seem 
equally ill-informed as to the na- 
ture of those righta and lightly 
disposed Lo give them away, One 
advantage at least of the crisis 
through which we are passing is 
that it has led men to think over 
the clreumstances in which Shang- 
hai came into exjstence, the pecu- 
liarity of its position and the con- 
ditions under which alone its 
stutus could legally be altered, 
‘To say that those conditions are as 
yet miles from being realized is 
to state an unassailable fact. 
There is no question. of prejudice 
in the matter, of whether we do 
or do not sympathize with the 
aims of Nationalism, but ‘simply 
that, Nationalism represents. only 
one party in a country split up 
into many and almost hopelessly 
involved in civile wars and one 
party cannot claim any right to 
assail what a united China and 
several foreign: ” Governments 
agreed to create, ' 


Glib Talk. 


“It may, perhaps, be added that 
Shanshat is in no sense a conees- 
dion, extracted hy foree of arms 
or received ag a free gift. A:

Chinese in’ Parks, 


“Mr. Trenchard Davis's amend- 
ment, itself slightly umended by 
his consent to an additional sentence 
that kept the final say in rate- 
payers’ hands, saved the situation 
with regard to Chinese in’ the 
parks.

the world can offer,

improvement of the conditiona of 
the people, and such , being the 
case, the Nationalist Government 
takes a firm stand against the ac- 
tions of agitators. which will dis- 
turb the prosperity and peace of 
the people, added Dr. Kung. ~ 

Dr. Kung who was educated in 
America at Various Universities, 
where he received the dégree of 
Doctor of Laws in addition to his 
B..A, and M. A,, has travelled ox- 
tensively all over the world and 
has studied the industrial and 
commercial conditions of | the 
countries which he visited. He is 
returning to Shanghait to-day on 
his way to Nanking, which will be 
tho future cnpltal of all China, hé 
stated.
